PETROGRAD, Jan. 15.—The fol- 
lowing communication from the gene- 
ral staff of the Russian commander 
in-chief was issued. tonight: 

“On the eve of the first day of the 
Russian new year and on the follow- 
ing day (January 14, new style), a 
comparative calm prevailed on all the 
fronts. The Germans made some im- 
portant attacks on our advanced col- 
umnsa in the region of Loetzen (Bast 
Prussia). They failed and rétrented 
toward their position after having 
suffered heavy losses, On the 
bank of the Lower Vistula riv on 
January 14, we continued pressing the 
German cavalry, which wes support 


ed by some small bodies of intantry, 
The German troops which we had 
driven from Sierpe (din Russian Po- 


land 20 miles south of the West irus- 
sian frontier), oceupied the fords of 
the river Skrwa, but. were unable to 
hold them, Under our pressure they 
continued falling: back northwards, 


“On the left bank of the Vistula 
the Germans made. their customary 
attacks against some sections of our 


front, especially against our line from 
Borlimow to Rawa. ‘They fatled’ ev+ 
erywhere.”

In October last when the see 
tion of the Government led by 
the Hon, Mr. Rogers was pressing 
for art immediate general election, 
the ‘Montreal Star expressed 
its opinion on the merit of the pro- 
posal in the words ‘An electio: 

It is under 
stood that the view expressed by 
the Star was also held by the 
Governor-General, with the result 
that the election did not occur. 
If an election would have been 
treason in October, nothing Jas 
since oceurred that would make it 
less treason now. Gn the contrary 
every condition that existed in 
October has since been accentuat- 
ed, but notwithstanding that fact 
the Government is making every 
prepa ration for an election, It is 
not in the actual event of the elec 
tion that the treason exists; it is 
in the taking of measures to win 
the election which necessarily pro- 
duce differences of opinion, and 
dissensions, which are inimical to 
the welfare of the state at a time 
when every interest demands un- 
ion in action, word and thought. 

An election is the means by 
Which the people decide who shall 
govern and how government shall 
be carried on, It cannot be ex- 
pected that such an occasion can 
pass without a elash of opposing 
views and interests in regard to 
domestic or other affairs. No mat- 
ter what the differences, or the 
ultimate result, lack of united ac- 
tion while the contest is in prog- 
ress, cannot tend toward effective 
assistance in the great world 
struggle now going on. The term 
of the present Parliament does not 
expire until October, 1916, Until 
then, if an eleetion is held it must 
be held on the sole responsibility 
of the government of the day 
That is, the House will be dis:

the resul@ of the sale of remounts to 
the French army authorities, hud it 
not been for the ‘embargo placed by 
the Dominion government on the ex- 
port of Canadian horses to anyone 
but the British government, is the 
statement of Hon, Duncan Marshall, 
minister of agriculture, 

Mr, Marshall says there are twelve 
thousand horses in Alberta that 
suitable for remounts, and that coud 
he procured on quick notice,  WMstl- 
mating the average value of these at 
$140 each, it will be found that the 
sum of nearly one and three-quarter 
million dollars has found ita way into 
the pockets of American farmers, in- 
stead of enriching Alberta farmers at 
a time when they most need the 
money.

GETS ANOTHER WAR 
ORDER FOR SADDLES 


Edmonton Saddlery Company Se- 
cures Contract Valued at 
$70,000 


The Edmonton Saddlery Company 
are today shipping to Ottawa a gar- 
load of French army saddlery, being 
an order received from the Dominion 
Government some time ago. This is 
the first shipment of French sad- 
dlery ordered from this company by 
the government. The order was re- 
ceived some weeks ago and the com- 
pany have had a large force of men 
at work ever sinee, and today the gov- 
ernment Inspector is watching the 
packing and shipping. Six sets, which 
include bridle, saddle and the neces- 
j sary trapping are placed in a large 
papier mache case manufactured by 
the Edmonton Box Companveand a 
number of these are placed in a 
packing case, There are in all some 
70 large packing cases, and it is ex- 
pected that the whole shipment will 
be put in one car, 

In addition to this order the Ed- 
monton Saddlery Company have just 
received from the government = an- 
other order for 1,000 Russian outfits, 
which must be delive:ea by the end 
of March, The Russian outfits re- 
semble very materially those of the 
previous order, but will he shipped am 
they are completed in the factory, 


This new order will amount to 
about $70,000. Work on it will be 
started as soon as the material can 
be secured by the fuctory.
